Applicants will also be able to submit a clean 
set of all pending claims, consolidating all 
previous versions of pending claims from a 
series o Separate amendments into a single 
clean version in a single amendmenrpapcr. 
This submission of a clean version of all of 
the pending claims will be construed as direct- 
ing the cancellation of all previous versions of 
any pending claims. No marked-up version 
will be required to accompany the clean ver- 
sion where no changes other than the consoli- 
dation are being made.

by instructions to make any change at a pre- 
cise location in the specification or the claims. 
An examiner's amendment may incorporate a 
printed copy of a fax or e-mail amendment 
submitted by applicant. Only that part of the 
e-mail or fax directed to a clean version, or a 
portion of, a paragraph/claim to be added 
should be printed and attached to the exam- 
iner's amendment, with a paper copy of the 
entire e-mail or fax being entered in the file. 
The electronic version of the e-mail is not re- 
quired to be saved once the printed e-mail 
(and any attachments) becomes part of the 
application file record.
